BP officials consider 
trying to stop gusher 
with smaller container

ON THE GULF OF MEXICO A day after icy slush 
clogged the massive box they hoped would 
contain an out-of-control oil gusher in the 
Gulf of Mexico, BP officials Sunday said 
they may try again—this time with a smaller 
container. 

They also were considering several other 
options to stop the daily rush of at least 
200,000 gallons of crude oil, which began 
washing up on beaches in thick blobs over 
the weekend. 

With crippled equipment littering the 
ocean floor, oil company engineers scram- 
bled to devise a fresh method to cap the rup- 
tured well. 

Their previous best hope for containing 
the leak quickly, a four-story containment 
box, became encrusted with deep-sea crys- 
tals Saturday and had to be cast aside. 

Among the plans under consideration: 

* Deploying a new, smaller containment 
box in the hope that it would be less likely to 
get clogged. Officials said the new box could 
be in place by midweek. 

“We're going to pursue the first option 
that’s available to us and we think itll be the

Fat-faced bulldog emerging as 
Chicago’s newest must-have pup

Like a “clingy girlfriend,” Helen Rabadan’s bulldog, Lulu, 


follows her around the house, certain that any trip outside 


will be one they'll take together. 


To go somewhere alone, “you kind of gotta sneak out,” says 
Rabadan, 27, of Portage Park. She adores her 3-year-old baby and takes her virtually ev-

erywhere, but admits that at times, “she can be {like} an unwanted spouse.” 


Despite being guilty of the occasional annoy- 
ances Rabadan described, the wrinkle-faced 
bulldog is scampering up popularity ranks in the 
city—moving from fifth to third on the American 
Kennel Club’s list of top Chicago dogs for 2009. 
It’s the only breed in the top five to leap so much. 

Maybe it’s the bulldog’s laid-back exercise de- 
mands or its clownish personality that make it a 
must-have for so many Chicagoans. Some just like 
the pooch’s unique look. 

“They're kind of ugly-cute,” says Dan Holder, 
23, a special-education teacher who lives in Logan 
Square. “They’re cool dogs.” 

He and his wife, Jennifer, 22, did research for 
months before choosing Lucky, a 2-year-old male 
bulldog, as a friend for their other dog, Bigfoot, a 
basset hound mix. 

They picked the English bulldog after taking an 
online quiz that said the breed would be their per- 
fect personality match. The quiz asked questions 
such as whether the dog owners were devoted 
exercisers—not ideal for the bulldog’s shuffling, 
awkward walk—and what they’re like at parties. It 
was all in an effort to pair potential owners with 
the type of dog—outgoing, shy or energetic— 
that’s most like they are. 

Holder said he doesn’t remember all his an- 
swers but knows he and his wife were looking for 
a loving and lazy dog, a description the bulldog 


fits to aT: 

Lisa Peterson, AKC spokesperson, said bul- 
lies—as they’re affectionately called—are on the 
national radar for a lot of reasons, including the 
breed’s easy-to-groom short coat. The breed also 
has plenty of celebrity fans and owners, most no- 
tably comedian Adam Sandler. 

There are other breeds of bulldog, but the AKC 
recognizes only two, French and English. The 
standard-bearer for most people is the English, the 
breed most think of when they picture the bulldog. 
They’re mascots for dozens of schools, including 
the University of Georgia and Yale University. 

But as popular as the bulldog may be of late, it 
can’t lay claim to the top spot, held both in the 
city and nationally by the Labrador retriever. 
The Labrador—easy to train, good with kids and 
smart—has had a hammerlock on the No. 1 seed 
for decades. Nipping at its heels, though, is the 
German shepherd, which Peterson says may have 
gained visibility for its protective and working 
traits. They’re often used in law enforcement and 
are good family dogs as well. 

“You see them at airports,” she says. “They're 
out there; they’re helping to keep the homeland 
safe.” 

For some breeds, their time at the top of the 
pack can be fleeting. 

Dogs such as the vizsla, which last year cracked 


An ordinance that would 
fine owners anywhere from

the AKC’s top 10 in Chicago, have dropped off. 
The shih tzu, which once was tied for roth place 
with the vizsla, Peterson said, sunk to the 14th- 
most popular spot while the vizsla fell only one 
place, to 11th. 

Peterson points out popularity spikes for cer- 
tain breeds come and go, as people see the dogs 
on TV shows or in the arms of celebs they ad- 
mire. Rin Tin Tin, she said, helped keep the Ger- 
man shepherd in the top spot for years in the 
mid- to late 1920s. On the strength of “Lassie,” 
the collie rose to become the third most popular 
breed in the nation in the late 1940s, according 
to the AKC. 

Although the English bulldog is the must-have 
dog now, experts say the breed has its drawbacks. 
The canines are susceptible to skin and ear infec- 
tions. They often snore and also are prone to heat- 
stroke and hip problems. Bulldog owners attest 
that medical bills for their pets can be high. 


“They're genetically challenged,” says Molly Marino, 
executive director and found of Chicago English Bull- 
dog Rescue. She estimates a typical dog owner will spend 
about $300 a year on expenses; the bulldog owner, by 
comparison, will lay out $1,000 to $1,500 a year, depend- 
ing on whether they live in the city or suburbs. “A lot of 
people don’t realize how delicate [bulldogs] are.” 

And then there are the aforementioned personality 
quirks. They're needy dogs, owners report, ones that will 
joyously hog attention. Some owners refer to the “bulldog 
shadow” that trails after them wherever they go. Though 
these bullies may look mean, like a roughed-up boxer, 
they’re actually emotional marshmallows. 

That’s certainly been the experience of Emily Tillack, 
24, who lives in the West Loop with Heidi, her 12-year- 
old bulldog. 

‘At first it was very comparable to bringing home a new 
baby,” she says. Even walking into a room for two seconds 
will prompt a quick patter of feet after her. “Everywhere 
we are, she wants to be.” GGARVEY@TRIBUNE.COM

“You don’t know what it’s like to wake up 
and not have your child on Mother’s Day or 
any other day,” said Ramirez, whose son was

shot while walking home from a friend’s house 
because the gunman mistakenly thought he 
was in a gang, authorities said. “I don’t even get 
to hear anyone say ‘mama’ anymore.” 

They made the plea during the dedication of 
a statue in the South Side church that depicts 
the kind of street violence that killed their 


children. The wooden sculpture by artist Jerzy 
Kenar portrays a shooter and his young victim. 
Each mother laid a note card with their slain 
child’s name at the base of the statue, which 
will remain in the church’s vestibule. 

The Rev. Michael Pfleger said the image 
serves both as a reminder and a wake-up call. 

“We want to tell people who look at it to do 
something,” he said. “We’ve got to do more 
than cry. We’ve got to change the madness that 
is killing our children.” 

The memorial came a day after a citywide 
effort to curb gun violence where police col- 
lected more than 4,000 guns and weapons 
in exchange for gift cards and demonstrators 
marched through a section of Ashburn where 
there have been a spate of recent shootings.

LONDON The two parties that could form 
8) Britain’s next government held hours of 
closed-door talks Sunday without reaching a pow- 
er-sharing deal, and there are fears that the po- 
litical uncertainty could stoke market jitters when 
trading reopens Monday. 

Conservatives and Liberal Democrats have a 
“mountain to climb” on issues including electoral 
reform, a senior member of the Liberal Democrats 
said. The Liberal Democrats want Britain to shed a 
system that gave them just 9 percent of the seats in 
Parliament after they won 23 percent of the popular 
vote, but if Conservatives give in it could leave them 
at the smaller party’s mercy in future elections. 

The divide could offer an opening for Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown’s Labour Party to stay in 
power through a coalition with the Liberal Demo- 
crats and some smaller parties. Liberal Democrat 
leader Nick Clegg wasn’t involved in talks with 
Conservatives on Sunday, but he met with Brown 
that afternoon and had what a party spokesman 
said was an “amicable discussion.” 

Adeal must be brokered soon to calm financial mar- 
ket anxieties about Britain’s economic stability. 

“We're very conscious of the need to provide the 
country with a new stable and legitimate govern- 
ment as soon as possible,” Conservative foreign af- 
fairs spokesman William Hague told reporters be- 
fore disappearing into London’s Cabinet Office for 
negotiations with senior Liberal Democrats. 

After six hours of negotiations, Hague emerged 
to announce that the two parties agreed that they 
should focus on economic stability and reducing the 
ballooning budget deficit. More talks were planned 
Monday, he said. 


White House: No cyber 
attack on Wall Street 


WASHINGTON The White House’s homeland 

security and counterterrorism adviser says 
there is no evidence that a cyber attack was behind 
the chaos that shook Wall Street last Thursday. 

John Brennan told “Fox News Sunday” that offi- 
cials have uncovered no links suggesting that cyber 
attacks caused the turbulence. 

Meanwhile, European leaders, pressured by slid- 
ing markets, agreed Sunday to provide a huge rescue 
package of nearly one trillion dollars in a sweeping 
effort to regain lost credibility with investors. Offi- 
cials are hoping the size of the program will signal a 
“shock and awe” commitment.
